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of income because of COVID-19. The 
Pathway to Purchase program provides 
first-time eligible home buyers with up to 
$10,000 for down payment and closing 
cost assistance.  CM Brittan-Powell 
thanked Ms. Xypolia for her presentation 
and then asked about mortgage assistance 
for current homeowners.  Ms. Xypolia ex-
plained that the mortgage assistance pro-
gram funded by the American Rescue Plan 
Act did not go down to the local jurisdic-
tions, but rather is being done at the State 
level.  DHCD is working with home coun-
seling agencies that are prepared and able 
to help homeowners when the final plan 
has been developed.  MPT Kulpa-Eddy 
asked about which department is responsi-
ble for Community Development Block 
Grants (CDBG).  Ms. Xypolia explained 
that DHCD is responsible for those as well.  
MPT Kulpa-Eddy was invited to forward 
her emails and questions regarding the 
CDBG directly to Ms. Xypolia.   

Draft Red Light Camera Ordinance 
(amendment to Ord. 149) TM Allen re-
ported that the Town’s current speed cam-
era vendor, altumint is able to provide red 
light cameras for the Town.  She also re-
ported that in consultation with the Chief of 
Police, it made the most sense to amend 
Ordinance 149, the speed camera ordi-
nance, rather than draft an entirely sepa-
rate ordinance.  The fee structure with al-
tumint is 40% of the ticket fine goes to the 
vendor and 60% to the Town.  Given that 
the current fine for a speed camera viola-
tion is $40, TM Allen recommended that 
the Council set a red-light camera fines 
also at $40 with a $25 fine for late payment 
which is the same fine for a late payment 
on a speed camera.  CM Brittan-Powell 
asked if the red-light cameras would have 
the portability to be used at different inter-
sections similar to the speed cameras.  TM 
Allen explained that they would be porta-
ble, but that eventually a permanent cam-
era could be installed.  Both CM Brittan-
Powell and MPT Kulpa-Eddy pointed out 
areas of the draft ordinance that needed 
language updates to reflect the changes 
being made to include red-light cameras. 
MPT Kulpa-Eddy stated that Prince 
George’s County is currently fining $75 
and wanted to know if there was a reason-
ing for setting the fine lower.  She asked 
what other jurisdictions in the area are 
charging.  She expressed that she would 
like to be consistent with other jurisdic-
tions.  CM Brittan-Powell asked how long a 
vehicle must be stopped before turning 
right on red.  It was agreed that there 
should be an educational component to the 
length of time for a stop before a turn on 
red.  CM Papanikolas suggested that per-
haps the Council might consider making all 
intersections “no turn on red” intersections.  
CM Papanikolas spoke about the fact that 
he hears from residents that they maintain 
the main portion of traffic violations are 
from non-residents.  He inquired if it would

Call to Order 

Mayor Dewey called the meeting to order 
at 7PM.  Present were Mayor Amanda 
Dewey, Mayor Pro Tempore Jodie Kulpa-
Eddy, Councilmember Chris Brittan-
Powell, Councilmember Jason Papaniko-
las, Councilmember Ethan Sweep, as well 
as Town Manager Laura Allen and Town 
Clerk Melanie Friesen.  Aspasia Xypolia 
from the Prince George’s County Depart-
ment of Housing and Community Develop-
ment joined the meeting for Discussion 
Item 3a.  

Announcements 

Mayor Dewey thanked all the residents 
who have already filled out the ARPA sur-
vey.  She reminded everyone that the 
indoor mask mandate has been extended 
to at least Oct. 25, 2021 in Prince 
George’s County and that includes all 
Town buildings, including the Senior Cen-
ter and G. Love Room.  She also remind-
ed residents that Monday, Oct. 11th is In-
digenous Peoples’ Day and that trash 
services will be altered.  Finally, she 
shared that there are new translation ser-
vices for meetings for residents who join 
via Zoom, using the drop down under cus-
tom livestreaming service menu.   

Energy Proclamation, Mayor Dewey 

Mayor Dewey shared that Wednesday, 
October 6 is National Energy Efficiency 
Day and read a proclamation declaring the 
first Wednesday in October to be Energy 
Efficiency Day in Berwyn Heights.   

Approval of Agenda 

CM Sweep moved to approve the agenda.  
MPT Kulpa-Eddy seconded the motion. 
After no discussion the motion passed 
unanimously.  

Discussion Items 

County Dept. of Housing and Commu-
nity Development (DHCD) presentation: 
Mayor Dewey introduced Aspasia Xypolia 
from the County Dept. of Housing and 
Community Development.  Ms. Xypolia 
shared a presentation that highlighted the 
mission of the DHCD.  The focus of the 
presentation was on the Emergency Rent-
al Assistance Program (ERAP) as well as 
the Homeownership Assistance Program.  
ERAP is designed to assist residents with 
delinquent rent and utility payments that 
began on or after April 1, 2020 due to loss 

be possible to learn from the red-light 
and speed cameras if the violators live 
in Berwyn Heights or not.

Mayor Dewey opened discussion on 
possible agenda items for the 4 Cities 
Agenda Items.  MPT Kulpa-Eddy sug-
gested that we add red-light cameras 
and fines to the agenda to inquire what 
our neighboring communities do.  CM 
Papanikolas suggested that we ask 
about ARPA spending.  With no other 
comments, Mayor Dewey suggested if 
there are other items, that Council feel 
free to email their ideas as it can be 
handled administratively.   

MML Fall Conference Discussion  
Mayor Dewey provided an update on 
the MML Fall Conference.  She stated 
that there are no plans for a vaccine or 
mask mandate.  Her understanding 
was that the Montgomery County Mu-
nicipal Association was going to be 
writing a letter in response to the lack 
of protocols.  She also stated that some 
members of PGCMA had decided not 
to attend and expressed their concerns 
to MML at a recent meeting, but there 
was not an association-wide response.  
It is unclear if there were going to be 
changes in the voting protocols for the 
Legislative priorities. Mayor Dewey had 
decided not to attend and canceled her 
registration.  Remaining attendees 
MPT Kulpa-Eddy and CM Papanikolas 
discussed which sessions they would 
attend.  

Department Reports  

Mayor Dewey began by thanking Dele-
gate Washington and the Greenbelt 
Road task force for a successful and 
informative community safety walk.  
The Neighborhood Watch/Emergency 
Preparedness meeting will be held vir-
tually on Wednesday at 7PM.  The or-
ganization has cleaned up their 
listserve so if you are interested in be-
ing included, reach out to Mayor Dewey 
or use the contact information in the 
Bulletin. Thursday, 5:30-7:30 there will 
be a gun violence prevention event 
held at Bladensburg hosted by the 
States Attorney’s Office.  The Police 
Department is hosting a trunk-or-treat 
and vaccine event on Halloween from 2
-5PM.  Mayor Dewey reported she had

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her regularly scheduled meeting with 
County Councilmember Glaros with other 
Mayors and municipal leaders.  The 
County Climate action plan advisory 
group that she is a part of will be meeting 
the following week and her term is ending 
at the end of October and the public com-
ment period will begin in November.  The 
Thriving Earth Exchange project is pro-
gressing.  She thanked everyone who 
has engaged with her on the American 
Rescue Plan Act and filled out the survey.  
She let the community know that the 
deadline for the survey would be October 
11.  Finally, she addressed the proposed 
toll lane expansion of the Beltway.  There 
is a supplementary draft environmental 
impact statement that is available on the 
project.  MDot SHA is accepting public 
comments through November 15

th
.  There 

will be two hearings where comments can 
be made.  Both are November 1st, one at 
2PM and the other at 6PM.  Residents 
can learn more at https://oplanesmd.com/
sdeis  

MPT Kulpa-Eddy followed up by asking 
about which portion of the proposed Belt-
way expansion the DEIS referred to.  
Mayor Dewey confirmed that it was the 
American Legion Bridge to I-270 corridor 
section.  MPT Kulpa-Eddy reported on a 
couple of school related issues, including 
that while meals are free to all Prince 
George’s County Public School students, 
families who are eligible still need to fill 
out their Free and Reduced Meals appli-
cations to remain eligible and these are 
due by October 31.  Additionally, PGCPS 
will be discontinuing free dinners for stu-
dents that are not part of before- and after
-school programs.  There are weekly 
meal distributions for students who are 
virtual learners this term; the nearest site 
for pick up is Greenbelt Middle School.  
Additionally, Supplemental Nutritional 
Assistance Program (SNAP) recipients 
will see a change in their benefits effec-
tive October 1st, due to changes in the 
Cost of Living adjustment and the end of 
federal supports. She also reported on 
the Rec Council meeting that will be held 
both in person and virtually.  The Berwyn 
Heights Elementary School PTA will be 
having a PTA party on October 12 from 6-
7pm in front of the school, as an oppor-
tunity to meet the new PTA and get in-
volved.    

CM Papanikolas reported that the athletic 
fields at Parkdale High School were due 
to be renovated.  The Parkdale student 
body president hosted a roundtable on 
diversity, equity, and inclusion with staff.  
He encouraged residents to contact the 
Town office if they have questions or con-
cerns with Code Compliance issues.   

CM Brittan-Powell stated that there was 
not much to report from Administration.  

CM Sweep also stated there isn’t much to 

report for Public Works.  The street sweep-
er will be in Town the week of the 18th and 
Greenbelt electronics recycling will be the 
23rd.  Please note the changes to the trash 
schedule for the week of October 11th, 
when the offices are closed for Indigenous 
Peoples’ Day.  Finally, for National Coming

MPT Kulpa-Eddy reported attending the 
Maryland Municipal League Fall Confer-
ence, including the Academy Graduate 
Workshop on the “Role of Local Govern-
ment in Driving Economic Prosperity”,  as 
well as other several other sessions.  She 
also attended the Berwyn Heights Ele-
mentary School PTA get-together. Lastly, 
she highlighted the Prince George’s 
County Public Schools Budget Forum on 
October 18 at 6PM.  This will be a listen-
ing session on budget priorities for the 
2023 fiscal year.   

CM Papanikolas also attended MML.  He 
reviewed the Code Compliance monthly 
report, emphasizing vehicle condition and 
storage, including non-roadworthy vehi-
cles.  He highlighted one permit that was 
issued which is the WSSC watermain 
replacement, replacing pipes in several 
areas of Town.  He also shared a Boys 
and Girls Club fundraiser on Thursday 
October 21st with 2fifty BBQ.

CM Brittan-Powell asked about Hallow-
een in the Town.

The goal of the 
BHEAC is not to replicate PTAs but rather 
advocate for multiple schools.   

Green Team: Mayor Dewey updated that 
there will be a Pumpkin Smash on Saturday 
November 6 with the help of the BHVFD. 
The Town clean-up will precede the pump-
kin smash, starting at 10 am, with the 
smash at Noon. The Thriving Earth Ex-
change project will be coordinating with the 
Green Team for efficiency.  Bee City USA 
subcommittee is still looking for volunteers.  
The Green Team received a weather sta-
tion that will likely be placed in the Commu-
nity Garden.   

Historical Committee: Debby Steele-Snyder 
reported that in September the committee 
had elections and that there is a new secre-
tary, Sierra Langford.  She reported a re-
vised meeting schedule for the rest of the 
year, with the November meeting being on 
the 17th.  The walking tour, “Legends and 
Lore of Berwyn Heights” will be held Oct 24 
at 4:30 in the afternoon.  Please email Ms. 
Steele-Snyder if you are interested in at-
tending.  The Historical Committee is look-
ing for a volunteer to edit an oral history 
tape.  

Neighborhood Watch/ Emergency Prepar-
edness: Mayor Dewey reviewed that they 
went through the Police report and trailer 
inventory. They met the new police officer 
who will be sworn in later in the week.   

Recreation Council: MPT Kulpa-Eddy stat-
ed the next meeting will be November 2nd at 
7PM in person. She also highlighted the 
“Trunk or Treat” event to be held on Octo-
ber 23rd from 6:30-8PM.  There will also be 
a Halloween House-Decorating Contest, 
which will be judged during the week of 
October 25 with nighttime displays judged 
on the evening of the 29th.  She suggested 
that residents may also consider entering 
the Prince George’s County house decorat-
ing contest online.  There will be a food 
drive in conjunction with the Town clean-up 

and pumpkin smash.  She noted the tree 
lighting event for December is a work in 
progress but will also include a craft fair.    

New Business 

Leaded fuel airplanes initiative sign-up 

Mayor Dewey introduced the initiative 
stating that a resident from College Park 
had reached out to her regarding this and 
asked for neighboring communities to 
consider signing the petition by Earthjus-
tice to demand the EPA regulate leaded 
fuel in small aircraft. Mayor Dewey re-
viewed that it is the practice of the Council 
to not sign petitions like this as a Council 
unless the decision to do so is unanimous.   
MPT Kulpa-Eddy stated that she was un-
sure how this directly effects Berwyn 
Heights and cannot see the Town signing 
on.  CM Brittan-Powell expressed that 
leaded fuel is essential for safety in small 
aircraft and would be cautious.  CM Pa-
panikolas stated that he understands that 
the FAA is already requesting the industry 
to take action on this by 2023.  Mayor 
Dewey stated that no action would be 
taken as a Council at this time. CM Sweep 
stated he would be interested in signing 
this as an individual, due to lead ending 
up in the soil and water.  Mayor Dewey 
also stated she plans to sign it as an indi-
vidual.    

Old Business 

Annual Calendar Approval 

Mayor Dewey reviewed the purpose of the 
Calendar is to give residents plenty of 
advance notice for scheduled meetings.  
CM Sweep moved to approve the 2022 
Town Council calendar.  CM Papanikolas 
seconded.  After no discussion the motion 
passed unanimously.   

Sustainable Purchasing Policy: Mayor 
Dewey invited TM Allen to review the Sus-
tainable Purchasing Policy.  TM Allen re-
viewed the language changes that were 
made at the request of the Council.  She 
recommended that Council approve the 
Sustainable Purchasing Policy by resolu-
tion.  MPT Kulpa-Eddy thanked TM Allen 
for the language changes.  Mayor Dewey 
asked for a motion to adopt Resolution 9-
2021.  CM Sweep moved to adopt 9-2021.  
MPT Kulpa-Eddy asked for confirmation 
that this was a resolution not a policy 
adoption.  TM Allen stated that she ne-
glected to include the resolution, but that 
policy can be adopted by motion.  Mayor 
Dewey asked for a second so that it would 
open the floor for discussion about how to 
proceed.  MPT Kulpa-Eddy seconded.  
During discussion it was concluded to vote 
on the policy and not require a resolution.  
Mayor Dewey asked for a vote for the 
motion to adopt resolution 9-2021.  After 
no discussion, the motion was rejected 
unanimously.  CM Sweep moved to adopt 
the Sustainable Purchasing Policy.  MPT 

Kulpa-Eddy seconded.  After no further 
discussion the motion to adopt the Sus-
tainable Purchasing Policy was approved 
unanimously.    

Red Light Camera Ordinance 149 

Mayor Dewey reviewed that in two previ-
ous worksessions the possibility of red-
light cameras at locations along Green-
belt Road had been discussed and that 
implementing those would require pass-
ing an ordinance.  TM Allen reviewed the 
staff report that amends Ordinance 149 
to allow for red light cameras and recom-
mends that Council waive the first read-
ing of the ordinance.  She reviewed the 
fiscal impact of the proposed program 
and discussed the associated fine, which 
after further discussion with the Chief of 
Police would be set at $75. She reviewed 
and responded to the previous question 
regarding data collection and recom-
mended that there not be any changes to 
the data that is collected under the speed 
camera ordinance, which then avoids the 
appearance of targeted enforcement.  
She also responded to the question of 
what does a “full stop” include, which is 
the vehicle coming to a complete stop for 
4 seconds.  TM Allen also reported that 
any red-light camera enforcement sign-
age would be at the Town’s expense. 
She also reported that no points would 
be added to a driver’s license for a red-
light camera ticket. Finally, she reviewed 
the next steps for adopting the ordinance 
and the amended “fees and fines” resolu-
tion.  

In discussion, MPT Kulpa-Eddy stated 
that education regarding the need for a 
full 4 second stop is critical.  TM Allen 
clarified that any educational signs would 
be at the Town’s expense vs the ven-
dors.  CM Brittan-Powell asked what 
problem is this trying to solve; is it cut 
through traffic, pedestrian safety and 
how will the Town know if this is impact-
ing it?  Mayor Dewey replied that in con-
versation with the Chief, that the goal is 
to improve pedestrian safety.  CM Brittan
-Powell questioned if the cameras would 
really facilitate safety and felt that there 
would be a lot of headache and trouble 
from the cameras.  CM Sweep thanked 
TM Allen on answering the questions 
and expressed interest in cameras for 
safety and also was in favor of educa-
tional signage.  Mayor Dewey reported 
that this ordinance doesn’t detail where 
cameras would go.  MPT Kulpa-Eddy 
stated that this ordinance only allows for 
the installation of cameras but doesn’t 
require it.  TM Allen reviewed again that 
there would be a Public Hearing at the 
next town meeting and additional oppor-
tunities for community engagement.  
Mayor Dewey asked for a motion to intro-
duce Ordinance 149 and waive the first 
reading. CM Sweep moved to introduce 
Ordinance 149 and to waive the first 
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reading.  MPT Kulpa-Eddy seconded.  In 
discussion, MPT Kulpa-Eddy reiterated that 
she wanted to hear more from the public. 
The motion passed 4:1 with Mayor Dewey, 
MPT Kulpa-Eddy, CM Papanikolas and CM 
Sweep in favor of the motion with CM Brit-
tan-Powell opposed.   

Resident & Community Comments 

Resident Mike Attick called and expressed 
his belief that the 4 second requirement for 
a stop isn’t legal and suggested that the 
vendor should be able to calibrate the de-
vice to any amount of time.  

Adjournment 

CM Sweep moved to adjourn the meeting 
with MPT Kulpa-Eddy seconding.  After no 
discussion, the motion passed unanimous-
ly, and the meeting adjourned at 8:22PM.

Call to Order 

Mayor Dewey called the meeting to order 
at 7PM.  Present were Mayor Amanda 
Dewey, Mayor Pro Tempore Jodie Kulpa-
Eddy, Councilmember Chris Brittan-Powell, 
Councilmember Jason Papanikolas, and 
Councilmember Ethan Sweep.  Also pre-
sent were Town Manager Laura Allen and 
Town Clerk Melanie Friesen.  

Announcements 

Mayor Dewey opened by letting everyone 
know that there was a time sensitive agen-
da item added to the meeting in regard to 
the County Council redistricting proposal 
and will be discussed later.  She reminded 
everyone of the GoVax clinic with the Po-
lice Department on Halloween.  She also 
mentioned the options available for follow-
ing along with Town Zoom meetings in a 
variety of languages.   

Approval of Agenda 

MPT Kulpa-Eddy moved to approve the 
agenda.  CM Sweep seconded.  After no 
discussion, the motion passed unanimous-
ly.   

Discussion Items 

ARPA Funding/Strategic Planning Meet-
ings in-person/virtual 

Mayor Dewey began by thanking residents 
who filled out the surveys. TM Allen as part 
of her staff report reminded Council that the 

Town is receiving $2.6 million from the 
American Rescue Plan Act and that staff 
put together a survey to gauge interest on 
areas of allowed usage. TM Allen re-
viewed the nature of the 75 survey re-
sponses and the areas of approved usag-
es that received the highest support: nota-
bly Stormwater/Drainage, Hazardous Duty 
Pay for Eligible Employees, Housing As-
sistance and Health/Mental Health Assis-
tance.  She asked for Council input on 
Community Meetings to engage the com-
munity further on ARPA funding and stra-
tegic planning.  She stated that she is 
engaging with an outside organization to 
facilitate the meeting and hopes to hold 
the community meetings in the first two 
weeks of November, with meetings 
planned to be around 90 minutes each.  
Mayor Dewey opened the floor to Council 
to engage the question of in-person meet-
ings.  There was considerable discussion 
over location of the in-person meetings, 
including concerns about location, limita-
tions based on maximum occupancy, time 
and day of meetings, as well as Covid 
concerns.  Ultimately, Council settled on 
having 2 in-person meetings, to be held 
on Nov 4 and 8, with a virtual meeting 
taking place during the Worksession on 
November 15.  Council then reviewed the 
survey results for areas of focus.  CM 
Brittan-Powell asked that a focus be 
placed on social networking for Covid-like 
times and thanked residents for thoughtful 
comments.  Mayor Dewey highlighted 
childcare as an area that the survey 
brought up, but she was unsure what sup-
port in that area would look like.  She also 
asked what vaccine support would look 
like when the Town didn’t get engagement 
in vaccine support efforts when they were 
offered.  MPT Kulpa-Eddy noted that what 
stood out to her was the interest in hous-
ing, utility, and small business assistance, 
as those are more urgent needs and sup-
port would need to be implemented quick-
ly.  She also needed more information as 
to whether or not these are needs that 
residents are requesting for themselves or 
if they are needs that are being requested 
on the behalf of others.  Mayor Dewey 
identified that aid for these areas already 
exists and that identifying who needs help 
in order to connect them with assistance 
has been a challenge.  Mayor Dewey 
asked what avenues of communication 
would be best to connect residents to re-
sources.  CM Brittan-Powell suggested 
partnering with other towns. He also ex-
pressed the desire to engage on the sub-
ject of learning loss that has occurred and 
the possibility of utilizing seniors as tutors.  
CM Sweep reminded Council that ARPA 
guidance states the Town should not cre-
ate a long running program with the mon-
ey because the funding will expire.  CM 
Brittan-Powell engaged the idea of a Dog 
Park. Council discussed this item in some 
length. CM Sweep asked where residents 
are getting their Town information, so that 

the Town can focus communication on 
successful methods.  

 

MML Conference Reports 

MPT Kulpa-Eddy attended sessions in-
cluding the Academy Graduate Work-
shop on “The Role of Local Government 
in Driving Economic Prosperity”, which 
was more focused on larger communities 
who have the amenities.  However, she 
did find that the segment on community 
branding to be interesting.  She asked 
TM Allen if Code Compliance was in reg-
ular contact with businesses.  TM Allen 
replied that they are; they update busi-
nesses regularly and the ARPA surveys 
were sent to business via a blast email.  
MPT Kulpa-Eddy updated on MML’s leg-
islative priorities, which continue to in-
clude HURs and getting local municipali-
ties the ability to set up their own police 
accountability boards rather than rely on 
the Counties.  She attended a session on 
maintaining mental health in difficult 
times and wanted everyone to know that 
they are not alone in feeling stressed. 
Resources were presented during the 
session that she hoped would be made 
available in a sharable format.  She at-
tended the “Large Cities” forum where 
vaccine mandates were discussed along 
with the opioid litigation settlement and 
ARPA projects.  Lastly, she attended a 
Lobbying 101 session which was intend-
ed to show how to best approach pro-
jects that could benefit from State legisla-
tion support.   

CM Papanikolas reported that Sustaina-
ble Maryland will be launching two new 
certifications in the next year, one on 
historic preservation and the other on 
transportation.  He attended a session on 
cyber awareness.  Take away would be 
that cyber updates are ARPA eligible.  
Additionally, Maryland’s Department of 
Information Technologies has put togeth-
er a cyber guide for counties and munici-
palities that will be due out in December 
and should give some resources for 
smaller communities.  He attended the 
“Small Town” Forum which focused 
heavily on parking, including issues with 
EV chargers.  It also focused on retention 
and the challenges of small police forces.  
He also attended the roundtable on Ac-
cessible Communities and how to adapt 
to an aging population.   

Vaccine Requirement 

TM Allen reviewed that in January of 
2021 Council established a vaccine in-
centive policy that did encourage some 
employees to get vaccinated.  She esti-
mates that about 85% of Town employ-
ees are now vaccinated.  She’s been in 
conversation with both the Town Attorney 
and other local municipalities.   She has 
provided a sample policy and reiterated 

about:blank
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that it is legal for the Council to require 
vaccination.  She highlighted two notable 
exceptions to the policy: (1) a medical 
exemption which would be in line with 
the Americans with Disabilities Act, 
which has clear guidelines, noting that 
with small municipalities it can be chal-
lenging as accommodations are not as 
accessible. For example, accommoda-
tions such as moving someone from a 
front-line job to a back-office job may not 
be available.  The other exception is (2) 
a religious exemption, which is a less 
clear set of guidelines, but that this ex-
emption does not seem to be a high oc-
currence in local governments.  She 
would be working with the Town Attorney 
to develop procedures to follow for this 
exemption.  She asks Council to deter-
mine if they are supportive of committing 
staff time to prepare a policy? What kind 
of timing would the Council consider for 
the policy? Finally, what information is 
needed by Council, are there specific 
issues Council would like addressed and 
would vaccination be a condition of em-
ployment in the hiring process.   

Mayor Dewey asked for a temperature 
read on if a policy is needed, and if so, 
timing of the possible mandate.  MPT 
Kulpa-Eddy asked what OSHA is going 
to be requiring.  TM Allen reported that 
local governments aren’t subject to 
OSHA, but rather the Maryland version, 
MOSHA.  MPT Kulpa-Eddy suggested 
that hearing more about what MOSHA 
might require could be helpful.  CM Pa-
panikolas stated that we should at least 
look at what a mandate would contain, 
but not dedicate a significant amount of 
time to it until at least the first of the 
year.  CM Sweep stated he’d be in sup-
port of staff pursuing a policy now, be-
cause the first of the year starts the 
budget season and it’s a very busy sea-
son.  MPT Kulpa-Eddy also expressed 
concern that mandate could create re-
tention issues among Town staff.  Mayor 
Dewey expressed that the current cli-
mate of the Police Department is vaccine 
positive in general, not just in regard to 
the Covid vaccine.  CM Brittan-Powell 
wanted confirmation that this is not a 
leading-edge issue, which TM Allen con-
firmed stating the Town would not be 
leading in this issue, but rather would 
possibly be in the first 1/3 of Maryland 
municipalities to implement a policy.  CM 
Brittan-Powell asked if a “boiler plate” 
policy would be available for the Town to 
copy.  TM Allen expressed confidence 
that the Town Attorney would be capable 
of writing a sound policy.  Mayor Dewey 
summarized there is interest in pursing 
this policy, now.  MPT Kulpa-Eddy con-
firmed that, with the provision that if 
MOSHA were to indicate that they are 
developing a policy for release in the 
next few months, that the Town wait for 
their policy.  Mayor Dewey opened the 

floor for additional concerns.  MPT Kulpa-
Eddy raised the question about testing, 
who pays and if the employee gets time off 
for testing. CM Brittan-Powell asked if we 
currently require new employees to be 
vaccinated and if that could impact hiring.  

Response to County Council District 3 
change 

Mayor Dewey reviewed the plan that was 
provided to the County by the Redistricting 
Commission.  The proposed map made 
limited changes to District 3, which Berwyn 
Heights is a part of.  However, on 
Wednesday, Oct. 13th a new map was 
presented by the County Council that is 
different than the map that was developed 
as part of the Commission’s public pro-
cess.  This new map removes College 
Park from District 3 and adds Greenbelt in.  
She reiterated that this new map was not 
subject to the public comment period and 
that not even all members of the County 
Council had seen it prior to being asked to 
vote on it.  The Mayor of College Park has 
written a letter to the County and asked 
the Town of Berwyn Heights to sign on.  
CM Papanikolas expressed that he had a 
strong reaction to the County’s “late night 
shenanigans” and that he would be in sup-
port of sending a letter in opposition.  CM 
Sweep pointed out that there are several 
districts that are changing and that he 
would be in support of signing a letter or 
writing one of our own.  CM Brittan-Powell 
expressed that we should be proud of the 
representation that Berwyn Heights has 
had in fighting the corruption of years past 
and that allowing this new map to go for-
ward would be returning to a previous 
time.  MPT Kulpa-Eddy expressed that she 
is upset about the process and agrees with 
signing on to the letter.  She also ex-
pressed the need to get the attention of 
the two at-large members of Council.  
She’d support signing the letter from Col-
lege Park and then following up with a 
Berwyn Heights specific letter.  Mayor 
Dewey encouraged each council member 
and any interested residents to follow up 
with individual letters as well.   

Department Reports 

Mayor Dewey shared she had the honor of 
swearing in the new police officer Brandon 
Wright.  There was also the annual 
Berwyn Heights Police Department meet-
ing, where new police legislation and 
equipment needs were discussed.  She 
expressed gratitude for the BHPD being 
leaders in implementing new legislation.  
She also shared that the tennis courts and 
the basketball courts will be repaired and 
gave thanks to Prince George’s County 
Public Schools CEO Monica Goldson and 
District 2 board member, Joshua Thomas 
to ensure that this happens.  The Thriving 
Earth Exchange invasive species and tree 
canopy project is seeking volunteers.  
Please email Mayor Dewey to get on the 

list.  She reviewed other upcoming events 
including the Prince George’s County Mu-
nicipal Association meeting, Trunk or 
Treat, and the Police Department’s vac-
cine clinic.   

MPT Kulpa-Eddy reviewed the Boys and 
Girls Club fundraiser in association with 
2Fifty BBQ, the Berwyn Heights Historical 
Committee meeting and their walking tour 
of Berwyn Heights, the Rec Council 
“Trunk or Treat” and house decorating 
contest, and the Berwyn Heights Educa-
tion Advisory Committee meeting, which is 
still seeking volunteers.  

CM Papanikolas reported that there are 
no updates from Code Compliance.  

CM Brittan-Powell shared that he under-
stands that some of the land near the ten-
nis/basketball courts is Town Property and 
asked to have confirmation of that.  He 
also encouraged residents to go to the 
Prince George’s County Council website 
to get the emails of Councilmembers and 
contact them in regard to the redistricting 
map. Additionally, that regarding Admin-
istration, there are no new updates. 

CM Sweep reminded people to move their 
car from the street if they see the street 
sweeper.  He also highlighted the Green-
belt Electronics Recycling event. 

Resident & Community Comments 

Mike Attick called to express his concerns 
that the Community meetings could be 
conducted in the 90 minutes proposed.  
He also asked for an email list of County 
aid requests so that he can ask county 
officials about it.  Mayor Dewey replied 
that she would send him a copy of the 
survey and the results.  Mr. Attick asked if 
draft minutes could be published in the e-
newsletter.  Mayor Dewey suggested that 
if minutes have been approved during a 
Council meeting, a link could be provided 
to those minutes in the following e-
newsletter.  He also commented on the 
redistricting process and that people 
should reach out to Councilmember Haw-
kins who might be willing to change his 
position.   

Adjournment 

CM Sweep moved to adjourn the meeting.  
CM Brittan-Powell seconded.  After no 
discussion, the motion passed unani-
mously.  The meeting adjourned at 
9:18PM.

NEIGHBORHOOD WATCH/ EMERGENCY PREPAREDNESS 

 

December has many observances and awareness events for the month.  The first of these observances we are going 
to share is National Eggnog Day which is December 24

th
 every year.  Eggnog is only available during the Holiday 

season beginning in November around Thanksgiving and ending around December 31, New Year’s Eve.  Eggnog is 
made using milk, sugar, spices, cream, eggs, and sometimes mixed with alcohol, and has been shared at family get-
togethers for many years during the Holiday season.  There are many theories of how and when Eggnog was created 
but one thing is for sure – many people will enjoy it!!  SO, join thousands of people who will enjoy National Eggnog Day 
this year!!!!  SEE NATIONAL EGGNOG DAY - December 24, 2021 - National Today for more information… 
 
The second observance topic for December is National Drunk and Drugged Driving Month.  During the Holiday sea-
son there are many drunk and impaired driving accidents. Drug and alcohol use impair judgment, delay reaction times, 
and can result in deadly consequences when driving. According to the National Highway Traffic Safety Administration, 
drugs (i.e., marijuana & cocaine) are involved in about 18 percent of motor vehicle driver deaths while drunk driving 
accidents account for 31 percent of all motor vehicle accidents. Additionally, thousands of drivers and passengers lose 
their lives each year because of drunk and drugged driving.  December is a time to raise awareness about the conse-
quences of driving under the influence of alcohol and drugs.  
  
Many people can’t imagine that celebrating with alcohol or drugs may result in accidents or injuries that could end with 
fatalities or imprisonment; driving while impaired comes with risks that are real and dangerous and often end in trage-
dy.  Here are some tips for driving safely during the Holiday season: 

*Designate a non-drinking driver ahead of time. 
*If drinking alcohol at a party or other celebration, allow at least one hour between drinks. It takes one hour 

to get rid of one drink from your body (one drink is equal to a 12-ounce beer, 5-ounce glass of wine, or 
1 ounce shot of liquor). 

*Set limits beforehand of the number of drinks to have and stick with it. 
*Alternate drinking alcoholic beverages with soda, juice or water and eat food. 
*Don't mix alcohol with other drugs, including over the counter and prescription medications. 
*Don't ride with someone who is impaired; Use other transportation (i.e. taxi, public transportation or driver 

that is sober). 
 
If you are hosting a party, here are some steps to take to help your guests drive safely: 

*Plan and designate a sober driver. 
*Collect each guest's keys upon arrival and store in a designated basket. 
*Serve foods along with alcohol-free beverages such as soda, juice, or water. 
*If making an alcoholic punch, use fruit juice instead of a carbonated drink. Alcohol absorbs faster into the 

blood stream when mixed with carbonated drinks. 
*Stop serving alcohol 1 to 2 hours before the party actually ends. 

 
If you take a medication that makes you drowsy, do not drive; ask someone to drive you home.  During Drunk and 
Drugged Driving Prevention Month, recommit yourself to preventing the loss of life by reminding others to remain sober 
and drug free, and use safe driving practices on the road.  Drink responsibly, drive responsibly and encourage family, 
friends, and co-workers to be safe and responsible drivers during the holidays and beyond.  For more information or to 
seek help, See December is National Drunk and Drugged Driving Prevention Month.

Ordinance 107 Clean Lot- Exterior Property Mainte-
nance and Open Storage 

 

Exterior property maintenance violations are amongst 
the most common Town Code Compliance cases. 

 

Properties are cited for the open storage of construc-
tion materials for unpermitted uses or other miscella-
neous items improperly stored on the property such as 
boxes, crates, interior furniture, car parts, appliances, 
etc. These items are prohibited from being stored on 
the exterior property.  No storage is allowed in the yard, 
on the front porch, or within carports.  

 

Property grounds not kept orderly, sanitary, or in good 
repair may also be cited.  Generally, property owners 
are given an initial Courtesy Notice of the violation for 
first time occurrences. The Notice may be in the form of 
a Door Hanger, Letter, or discussion with Code Compli-
ance.    

 

Exterior property areas should not be utilized for the open 
storage of building materials, bathroom or kitchen fixtures, 
furniture, or lawn and garden equipment, irrespective of age 
or condition, except for routine garden maintenance equip-
ment, outdoor lawn furniture, or materials used in construc-
tion or renovation projects with the appropriate Prince 
George’s County and Town permits.  per Ordinance 107.4G  

 

All exterior property areas should be maintained in a reason-
ably clean and sanitary condition, free from any accumula-
tion of Debris—which include litter, rubbish, garbage, tree 
limbs or branches, or motor vehicle parts Per Ordinance 
107.4A3 

 

It is the goal of our office to communicate and work 
with residents to correct violations.  If there are ques-
tions about exterior property maintenance and storage, 
or about Notices from Code Compliance, we welcome 
residents to contact us to discuss.
